RESPONSIBILITY 

While  each  Eranch  of  the  Ministry  is  responsible  for  ensuring 
efficient  delivery  of  French  language  services,  this  Branch  advises 
the  Attorney  General  and  senior  ministry  officials  on  policy 
initiatives  in  this  area  and  monitors  their  application.  In  order 
to  facilitate  access  to  various  branches  and  agencies  of  the 
Ministry,  and  to  stress  the  importance  of  the  program,  the 
co-ordinator  reports  to  the  Deputy  Attorney  General. 

This  Branch  also  monitors  the  application  of  Ministry  policy  on 
French  language  services  throughout  the  Ministry.

The  major  activities  of  the  Branch  in  this  year  are  related  to  the 
province  wide  extension  of  the  right  to  the  use  of  the  French 
language  in  the  courts  and  the  development  of  the  French  Language 
Services  bill.  This  office  was  assigned  to  assist  the  Minister 
Responsible  for  Francophone  Affairs  in  this  endeavour. 

Both  initiatives  have  given  Ontario  a  high  standing  in  the  area  of 
language  rights  and  have  met  with  an  enthusiastic  response  from  the 
Francophone  community.

ITEM  3  -  POLICY  DEVELOPMENT 
ACTIVITY  BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Policy  Development  Division  develops  the  legislative  program  of 
the  Ministry.  It  analyses  and,  in  some  cases,  initiates  proposals 
for  law  reform,  and  assists  generally  in  the  transformation  of  law 
reform  ideas  into  legislative  and  administrative  action.  The 
Division  produces  policy  submissions  for  the  Cabinet  and  its 
committees  and  works  with  Legislative  Counsel  in  the  preparation  of 
draft  bills.  Research,  analysis,  consultation  and  representing  the 
Ministry  on  interminister ial  and  intergovernmental  committees  are 
major  Division  activities.  The  Division  is  also  responsible  for  a 
number  of  Ministry  activities  in  relation  to  human  rights,  race 
relations.  Native  rights  and  legal  aid. 

PROGRAM  OF  OPERATIONS  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  1986-87 

The  Division  continues  its  work  on  the  Charter,  including  extensive 
work  on  the  Equality  Rights  Statute  Law  Amendment  Act  (Eill  7), 
advice  to  Ministries  on  particular  equality  rights  issues  including 
those  involved  in  the  draft  Pension  Benefits  Act  and  other  topics. 
The  Division  continues  to  oversee  the  implementation  of  the  Family 
Law  Act ,  1986  ,  including  providing  information  to  the  public  and 
preparing  amendments  as  necessary  (the  Family  Law  Amendment  Act, 

1986  ) ,  and  to  assist  in  the  implementation  of  the  Support  and 
Custody  Orders  Enforcement  Act.  Extensive  work  is  also  being  done 
for  the  new  rules  required  for  the  Divorce  Act,  1986.  As  well,  the 
Division  will  work  closely  with  the  inquiry  into  the  courts  being 
conducted  by  Mr.  Justice  Zuber  and  the  inquiry  into  the  law  of 
trespass  being  conducted  by  Mr.  Raj  Anand.  Extensive  work  will 
continue  on  the  Native  Justice  of  the  Peace  program.  Other 
initiatives  involve  freedom  of  information  and  protection  of 
privacy,  a  new  legal  aid  tariff,  the  expansion  of  the  system  for 
handling  complaints  of  police  misconduct,  international  commercial 
arbitration  and  other  private  international  law  matters,  political 
activities  by  civil  servants,  compensation  for  victims  of  crime, 
class  actions,  substitute  decision-making,  race  relations 
initiatives,  international  human  rights  issues,  legal  issues 
concerning  children,  international  trade  policy  questions,  and  the 
negotiation  of  an  improved  legal  aid  cost-sharing  agreement  with  the 
federal  government.

-  prepare  a  comprehensive  data  base  for  drinking/driving  in  Ontario;

RESPONSIBILITY 

The  responsibility  of  the  Affirmative  Action  Program  is  to  raise  the 
level  and  diversify  the  occupational  distribution  of  ministry  female 
employees.  The  long  term  goal  is  30%  female  representation  in  every 
occupational  category  and  module  as  tangible  evidence  that  women  in 
the  ministry  have  obtained  equal  opportunity. 

PROGRAM  OF  OPERATIONS  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  1986-87 

Meetings  will  be  held  with  branch  directors  to  develop  affirmative 
action  branch  plans  for  their  offices  and  to  assess  their 
achievements  in  this  area. 

The  affirmative  action  program  will  continue  to  provide  course 
sponsorship  for  female  employees,  when  funds  are  not  available 
through  their  branch.  It  will  also  continue  to  develop  and  present 
workshops  and  conferences. 

On-job  training  will  continue  to  be  a  priority.  It  is  expected  that 
90  assignments  will  occur  this  year.  This  would  represent  4%  of 
female  staff.  These  include  training  assignments  in  non-traditional 
occupations,  and  entry  and  middle  level  management. 

Twenty  hire/promotion  targets  have  been  set  for  this  year.  All  are 
in  the  legal  series,  i.e.  lawyers. 

In-depth  competition  monitoring  of  selected  vacancies  with  less  than 
30%  female  representation  will  continue. 

The  program  will  continue  to  provide  a  career  counselling  service  and 
will  visit  regional  offices  to  ensure  all  employees  have  access  to 
this  service. 

Data,  on  various  subjects  including  hiring  and  promotion,  male/female 
distribution  in  selected  categories,  a  male/female  breakdown  of  the 
salary  and  promotion  process  for  lawyers,  etcetera,  will  continue  to 
be  collected  and  analysed.  As  well,  the  program  will  continue  to 
review  ministry  human  resources  policies  and  procedures  to  ensure 
that  they  are  consistent  with  the  government  's  commitment  to  equal 
opportunity.

RESPONSIBILITY 

The  optimum  utilization  of  human  resources  within  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney 
General  is  the  primary  responsibility  of  the  Human  Resources  Branch.  This  is 
achieved  through  four  major  functions. 

Staffing  -  Included  in  the  responsibility  for  the  recruitment  of  regular  and 
part-time  staff  is  manpower  planning,  performance  appraisal,  staff  training 
and  development,  and  employee  counselling. 

Position  Administration  -  Effective  organization  and  equitable  compensation 
are  maintained  through  the  application  of  corporate  evaluation  standards  to 
Ministry  positions. 

Staff  Relations  -  This  responsibility  includes  the  implementation  of 
negotiated  agreements,  the  co-ordination  of  negotiations  of  local  agreements, 
the  investigation  of  grievances  and  complaints,  and  the  provision  of  advice  to 
line  management  on  disciplinary  action  and  grievance  resolution. 

Personnel  Records  -  The  processing  of  all  personnel  transactions  affecting 
employment  status  including:  leaves  of  absence,  merit  increments,  and  the 
maintenance  of  current  personnel  and  salary  records. 

The  Branch  also  administers  the  Blind  Persons'  Rights  Act  on  behalf  of  the 
Ministry. 

PROGRAMS  OF  OPERATION  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  1986-87 

Staffing  -  The  timely  filling  of  vacancies  will  continue  to  be  a  priority. 
Special  attention  will  be  directed  to  the  development  of  a  human  resources 
planning  system,  and  a  critical  review  of  the  existing  performance  appraisal 
system. 

Position  Administration  -  The  review  and  evaluation  of  Ministry  positions  in 
the  new  Office  Administration  Group  will  be  a  major  project.  Ongoing  reviews 
of  changes  in  organizations  and  systems,  with  emphasis  on  pending  legislation 
changes,  will  continue. 

Staff  Relations  -  The  Ministry  will  continue  to  press  for  and  assist  in  the 
resolution  of  staff  relations  issues  on  a  timely  basis,  and  provide  training 
of  line  supervisors  in  the  area  of  employee  relations. 

Personnel  Records  -  Information  to  assist  managers  in  program  operation  will 
continue  to  be  provided.

ITEM  1  -  OFFICIAL  GUARDIAN 
ACTIVITY  BRIEF 

RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Official  Guardian  Provides  legal  services  for  children  under, 

(a)  Section  38  of  the  Child  and  Family  Services  Act  when  a  child  may  be  found 
to  be  in  need  of  protection; 

(b)  the  parens  patriae  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario  when  a 
child  needs  legal  representation  in  the  breakup  of  his  or  her  family; 

(c)  the  Rules  of  Civil  Procedure  as  litigation  guardian  for  a  child  party  when 
there  is  no  other  person  willing  and  able  to  act  as  litigation  guardian 
for  the  child; 

(d)  Section  102(3)  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  Act  to  act  as  litigation  guardian 
of  minors  and  other  persons  when  required  by  an  Act  or  the  Rules  of  Civil 
Procedure,  and  in  other  cases  may  be  authorized  by  a  court  to  so  act: 

(e)  Section  125  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  Act  whereby  an  investigation  and 
report  is  made  to  the  court  in  all  divorce  actions  in  which  there  is  a 
child  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  relating  to  the  custody,  maintenance 
and  education  of  the  child. 

The  activities  of  the  Branch  break  down  into  eight  main  categories: 

1)  Legal  services  rendered  in  the  Surrogate  Court  with  respect  to  claims  and 
audits  of  estate  accounts. 

2)  General  counsel  work  in  all  other  courts  in  Ontario,  including  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Canada,  primarily  in  relation  to  the  interpretation  and  contest¬ 
ation  of  Wills,  Variation  of  Trusts,  the  Family  Law  Act,  1986  and  applic¬ 
ations  and  actions  in  tort  in  which  minors  are  the  beneficiaries,  plaintiffs 
and  defendants. 

3)  Processing  payments  from  all  sources  into  the  Office  of  the  Accountant  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario  to  the  credit  of  minors  and  mental  imcompetents 
and  processing  applications  for  payment  out  of  the  funds  held  by  the  Accoun¬ 
tant  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario  pursuant  to  Rule  73  of  the  Rules  of 
Civil  Procedure. 

4)  Preparation  of  Reports  in  divorce  and  custody  proceedings  in  which  there 
are  children  of  the  marriage. 

5)  Providing  a  legal  service  as  guardian  ad  .litem  in  adoptions  in  which  unwed 
parents  are  minors. 

6)  Acting  as  Counsel  for  minors  in  custody  and  access  cases  pursuant  to  the 
request  of  the  Court. 

7)  Providing  legal  representation  for  children  pursuant  to  Section  38  of  the 
Child  and  Family  Services  Act. 

8)  Administrative  law  counsel  work  including  appearances  before  the  Criminal 
Injuries  Compensation  Board.

ACTIVITY  BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


The  Public  Trustee  discharges  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  the  Crown 
Administration  of  Estates  Act,  the  Charities  Accounting  Act,  and  any 
other  Act  of  the  Legislature  or  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in 
Council  and  makes  enquiries  from  time  to  time  as  to  property  that 
has  escheated  or  become  forfeited  for  any  cause  to  the  Crown.  In 
brief,  the  Public  Trustee: 

(a)  administers  estates  pursuant  to  a  Power  of  Attorney  by  Order  of 
the  court  under  the  Mental  Incompetency  Act  or  Certificate  of 
Incompetence  under  the  Mental  Health  Act. 

(b)  acts  as  administrator  of  estates  of  persons  who  die  in  Ontario 
intestate  and  without  next  of  kin. 

(c)  performs  a  general  supervisory  role  over  charities. 

(d)  gathers  in  assets  pursuant  to  the  Escheats  Act  or  the  Business 
Corporations  Act. 

PROGRAM  OF  OPERATIONS  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  1986-87 

The  main  functions  of  the  Public  Trustee  will  continue.  There  may 
be  additional  duties  added: 

1.  Presently,  perpetual  care  funds  for  cemeteries  may  come  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Trustee.  There  is  a  suggestion 
that  funds  prepaid  for  funerals  should  also  be  managed  by  the 
Public  Trustee. 

2.  Amendments  to  the  Rules  of  Practice  or  legislation  may  result  in 
the  Public  Trustee  being  appointed  as  litigation  guardian  for  an 
incompetent  party  in  proceedings  before  the  Provincial  Court 
(Family  Division)  or  the  Small  Claims  Court. 

3.  The  required  activity  of  the  Public  Trustee  in  the  charities 
area  appears  to  be  on  the  increase. 

4.  Amendments  to  mental  incompetency  legislation  may  result  in  the 
Public  Trustee  exercising  increased  jurisdiction  over  private 
committees  and  their  accounts,  over  attorneys  appointed  under 
Powers  of  Attorney  and  assuming  the  role  of  public  guardian. 

OPERATING  STATISTICS 


It  is  anticipated  that  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1987, 
approximately  $16.5  million  will  be  transferred  from  the  Public 
Trustee  Administration  Fund  to  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  under 
Section  9(5)  of  the  Public  Trustee  Act.

This  office  is  the  depository  for  all  money,  mortgages,  and 
securities  which  are  paid  into,  or  lodged  with,  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Ontario.  These  monies,  mortgages,  and  securities  are  received,  and 
disbursed  or  released  pursuant  to  judgments  and  orders  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Ontario  in  accordance  with  the  Courts  of  Justice 
Act,  1984  and  other  relevant  statutes. 


OPERATING  STATISTICS  FOR  FISCAL  YEAR  1985-86: 

Assets  under  administration  totalled  $232.  million  at  March  31,  1986 
up  from  $223.  million  at  March  31,  1985.  Interest  revenue  increased 
to  $23.9  million  from  $23.6  million.  Monies  paid  into  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Ontario  for  suits  and  matters  in  the  1985/86  fiscal  year 
totalled  $49.9  million  ($71.4  million)  while  disbursements  for  the 
same  period  amounted  to  $61.1  million  ($84.3  million).

ACTIVITY  BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


The  Provincial  Offences  Act  Implementation  Team  has  general 
responsibility  for  continuing  and  developing  all  programs  associated 
with  the  operation  of  the  Provincial  Offences  Act. 

The  Act  came  into  force  in  1980  (except  for  Part  II  which  deals  with 
parking  infractions).  An  extensive  program  of  liaison  and 
coordination  has  been  undertaken  with  Ontario  municipalities  and  the 
enforcement  staff  of  various  Ministries  in  order  to  maximize 
utilization  of  the  simplified  procedures  for  the  prosecution  of 
offences . 

The  major  responsibility  at  present  is  the  completion  of  the  Design 
Phase  of  a  two-stage  implementation  for  Part  II  of  the  POA.  This 
project  involves  resolution  of  legal  and  policy  issues,  the 
development  of  the  necessary  administrative  structures,  and 
negotiation  of  all  relevant  issues  with  key  participants  (Chief 
Judge  of  the  Provincial  Offences  Court,  Courts  Administration 
Division,  police  forces,  municipal  officials). 


PROGRAM  OF  OPERATIONS  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  1986-87 

This  office  will  continue  to  develop  the  key  elements  of  the  POA 
Part  II  implementation  program,  but  will  remain  unable  to  resolve 
all  significant  issues  until  certain  essential  amendments  are 
obtained,  hopefully  in  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature. 
Accordingly,  the  eventual  date  for  proclamation  remains  problematic, 
although  a  date  early  in  1987  would  be  most  desirable. 

The  implementation  team  will  continue  to  work  with  key  participants 
as  identified  above  to  refine  the  Design  Phase  of  the  program  and 
ensure  the  successful  transition  to  POA  Part  II. 

A  second  management  board  submission  will  be  required  to  secure  the 
required  funding  for  the  implementation  and  other  ongoing 
administrative  resources  required.

ACTIVITY  BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Crown  Attorneys'  System  is  responsible  for  the  conduct  in 
Ontario  of  prosecutions  under  the  Criminal  Code  and  other  Federal 
statutes  such  as  the  Young  Offenders  Act.  Crown  Attorneys  also 
conduct  prosecutions  under  such  provincial  statutes  as  the  Highway 
Traffic  Act  and  the  Liquor  Licence  Act.  Crown  Attorneys  and  their 
Assistants  exercise  the  Attorney  General's  discretionary  powers 
with  respect  to  prosecutions.  They  choose  the  appropriate  charges 
upon  which  to  proceed,  consider  the  release  of  prisoners  pending 
trial,  and  conduct  the  trial  of  cases  at  all  levels  of  court. 

Crown  Attorneys  also  supervise  private  prosecutions  and  intervene 
if  the  interests  of  the  community  require  it. 

In  addition.  Crown  Attorneys  represent  the  Crown  in  all  Summary 
Conviction  Appeals  held  in  the  District  Courts.  They  also  act  as 
Counsel  to  the  Coroner  during  the  many  inquests  held  each  year  in 
Ontario . 


PROGRAM  OF  OPERATIONS  FOR  FISCAL  YEAR  1986-87 

New  areas  of  major  responsibility  are  conducting  prosecutions 
under  the  Young  Offenders  Act  and  bringing  into  force  the  Victim 
Witness  Assistance  Program  and  Part  II  of  the  Provincial  Offences 
Act  dealing  with  the  enforcement  of  Parking  violations.  It  is 
anticipated  that  caseloads  will  remain  very  high.  The  Charter  of 
Rights  is  a  significant  factor  in  the  prosecution  of  criminal 
cases  and  to  a  major  extent  contributes  to  an  ever  present  fact; 
more  complex  and  longer  trials.  The  Regional  Crown  Attorneys  will 
continue  to  meet  on  a  very  regular  basis  with  the  Director  and 
Deputy  Director  of  Crown  Attorneys  and  with  other  senior  criminal 
law  officers.

RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Branch  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  an  independent  legal 
service  for  all  ministries  of  the  Government  of  Ontario  especially  in 
the  area  of  civil  litigation.  This  centralization  of  litigation 
services  is  in  accordance  with  clearly-stated  Ministry  policy  and  the 
mandate  of  the  Attorney  General  to  regulate  all  litigation  for  and 
against  the  Crown  or  any  Ministry  or  agency  of  government  in  respect 
of  any  subject  within  the  authority  or  jurisdiction  of  the 
Legislature.  Branch  work  involves  appearances  on  behalf  of  the 
Government  in  civil  litigation  on  all  levels  of  Court  from  the 
Provincial  Court  (Civil  Division)  to  and  including  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Canada.  The  Branch  also  conducts  Provincial  prosecutions  under 
various  Provincial  statutes  and  provides  counsel  service  to  various 
Boards  and  Tribunals  of  the  Province  of  Ontario.  In  addition,  the 
Branch  provides  legal  opinions  as  required  and,  in  the  case  of  some 
Ministries,  a  full  range  of  solicitor's  services. 


PROGRAM  OF  OPERATIONS  FOR  FISCAL  YEAR  1986-87 

It  is  anticipated  during  the  fiscal  year  1986-87,  exclusive  of  the 
Reciprocity  Office,  the  Branch  will  handle  some  2,080  new  cases  in 
addition  to  the  carry-over  of  4,634  on-going  matters.  The  bulk  of 
the  new  cases  will  involve  civil  litigation  and  the  remaining  will  be 
in  such  diverse  areas  as  provincial  prosecutions,  inquests,  opinions 
and  specialized  areas  such  as  mechanics'  lien,  expropriation  and  the 
like. 


The  Branch  is  responsible  for  the  Reciprocity  Office  dealing  with  the 
enforcement  of  foreign  maintenance  orders,  the  service  of  foreign 
legal  documents  and  similar  matters.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
office  will  deal  with  1,440  new  matters  approximately  1,240  of  which 
will  involve  the  enforcement  of  maintenance  orders.  In  addition,  it 
has  responsibility  for  the  administration  of  the  Hague  Convention  on 
the  Civil  Aspects  of  International  Child  Abduction  as  implemented  by 
Ontario.

RESPONSIBILITY 


Responsibilities  are  basically  threefold: 

1)  to  advise  on  constitutional  questions  arising  in  litigation  in 
Ontario  courts,  the  Federal  Court  of  Canada,  and  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Canada,  and  to  engage  in  such  litigation  on  behalf  of  the 
Attorney  General  of  Ontario  where  the  public  interest  is  concerned; 

2)  to  advise  and  consult  on  constitutional  questions  affecting 
proposed  action  by  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  and  other 
Ministries  and  with  respect  to  proposed  provincial  legislation; 
also  to  advise  on  proposed  federal  legislation  that  affects  the 
constitutional  position  of  Ontario  and  on  disentanglement  of 
federal  and  provincial  governmental  programs;  and 

3)  to  participate  in  preparation  for  and  on  the  Ontario  delegation  at 
federal/ provincial  conferences  and  other  intergovernmental 
conferences . 

PROGRAM  OF  OPERATIONS  FOR  FISCAL  YEAR  1986-87 


The  Canadian  Charter  of  Rights  and  Freedoms  contained  in  the 
Constitution  Act,  1982,  has  transformed  constitutional  litigation.  In 
quantity,  the  statistical  summary  below  demonstrates  graphically  the 
dramatic  impact  of  this  change  in  our  Constitution.  In  quality,  the 
change  is  even  more  dramatic.  Traditional  federalism  issues  involving 
the  relationship  between  governments  have  been  overshadowed  by  Charter 
issues  which  require  that  courts  define  the  relationship  between 
governments  and  individuals.  This  is  the  "Charter  era".  Charter 
section  15  —  Equality  Rights  —  has  been  in  effect  since  April  17, 
1985.  Our  efforts  to  bring  Ontario  law  into  line  with  its 
requirements  continues.  Work  in  support  of  the  "on-going  process" 
intended  to  identify  and  define  aboriginal  rights  in  the  Constitution 
continues  to  place  a  heavy  demand  on  the  Division's  resources. 

Finally,  the  election  of  a  new  government  in  Quebec  has  generated 
proposals  for  further  amendments  to  Canada's  Constitution  which  will 
permit  Quebec  to  be  a  party  to  the  Constitution  Act,  1982.  Division 
counsel  will  be  engaged  in  preparing  Ontario's  response.

RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Branch  is  administered  by  an  Executive  Co-ordinator. 

The  Branch  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  legal  advice  and 
legal  services  to  all  of  the  Ministries  and  some  of  the  agencies, 
boards  and  commissions  of  the  Government  of  Ontario.  The  majority 
of  client  Ministries  have  separate  Ministry  legal  services  branches 
varying  in  size  up  to  19  lawyers  plus  support  staff.  The  types  of 
legal  work  that  engage  the  time  of  these  lawyers  are  as  broad  and  as 
varied  as  could  possibly  be  imagined,  covering  all  aspects  of  both 
solicitor  and  counsel  work  and  includes  involvement  in  policy 
development  and  program  inplementation  within  the  client 
Ministries.  One  of  the  prime  responsibilities  of  the  Branch  is  to 
assure  the  most  effective  use  of  manpower.  To  this  end,  adjustments 
are  made  in  manpower  allocation,  as  required,  and  career  development 
of  professional  and  support  staff  is  emphasized,  wherever  possible. 

Under  the  terms  of  a  Management  Board  directive,  the  Executive 
Co-ordinator  has  overall  administrative  responsioility  for  the 
retention  of  private  sector  lawyers  by  all  client  Ministries  and 
some  agencies,  boards  and  commissions.  Private  sector  lawyers  are 
retained  in  situations  where  there  may  be  a  conflict  of  interest, 
lack  of  specialized  expertise,  insufficient  resources  or 
demonstrated  cost  effectiveness. 

The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  maintains  its  liaison  with  the 
Office  of  the  Public  Trustee,  the  Office  of  the  Official  Guardian, 
the  Ontario  Municipal  Board,  the  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation 
Board,  the  Assessment  Review  Board,  the  Board  of  Negotiation,  the 
Joint  Practice  Board  and  the  Office  of  the  Public  Complaints 
Commissioner,  through  the  office  of  the  Executive  Co-ordinator. 

PROGRAM  OF  OPERATIONS  FOR  FISCAL  YEAR  1986-87 

No  new  area  of  responsibility  is  expected.  However,  it  is 
anticipated  that  individual  legal  services  branches  within  client 
Ministries  will  continue  to  experience  increased  work  load  which 
will  be  addressed  by  way  of  increases  in  the  number  of  professional 
and  support  staff.

ACTIVITY  BRIEF 


Some  native  people,  because  of  their  different  social  and  cultural 
background,  do  not  appreciate  the  nature  of  legal  charges  against 
them,  the  type  or  implications  of  the  plea  they  may  enter,  court 
procedures  and  terminology,  the  right  to  speak  on  their  own  behalf, 
or  the  right  to  counsel.  This  limited  understanding  of  the  judicial 
institutions  can  create  serious  situations  in  the  dispensation  of 
justice . 

A  service,  which  is  known  as  the  Native  Court  Worker  Program,  has 
been  provided  since  August  1972.  It  is  intended  to  ensure  that 
native  people  understand  and  exercise  their  legal  rights. 

The  native  people's  confidence  in  the  judicial  system,  particularly 
in  its  criminal  justice  components,  is  being  developed.  Assistance 
of  a  non-legal  nature  in  the  form  of  counselling  by  native  persons 
is  given  or  offered  to  all  native  adults  and  young  offenders  charged 
with  criminal  offenses.  These  natives  are  given  information  about 
court  procedures,  apprised  of  their  rights  and  referred  to  legal  or 
other  resources.  Support  for  this  program  is  wide-spread,  coming 
from  not  just  the  officials  of  native  organizations  but  also  from 
many  provincial  judges,  crown  attorneys,  police  officers, 
corrections  officials  and  others  involved  With  the  criminal  justice 
system . 

The  service  is  delivered  by  26  courtworkers  located  at  19  local 
centres.  Funding  currently  comes  equally  from  the  provincial 
government  and  the  Federal  Department  of  Justice  on  a  shared  cost 
basis .

COURT  OF  APPEAL 


The  Court  of  Appeal  exercises  appellate  jurisdiction  for  both  civil 
and  criminal  matters.  It  also  exercises  some  original  jurisdiction, 
such  as  that  conferred  on  the  court  by  the  Courts  of  Justice  Act  for 
the  hearing  of  references  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  of 
constitutional  and  other  questions. 

With  respect  to  indictable  offences,  the  court  hears  all  appeals 
from  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  the  District  Court  and  the 
Provincial  Courts.  Appeals  from  the  decisions  of  a  Provincial  Court 
in  summary  conviction  matters  lie  to  the  District  Court.  A  further 
appeal,  with  leave  and  on  a  question  of  law,  lies  to  the  Court  of 
Appeal.  Under  the  Provincial  Offences  Act,  an  appeal  lies,  with 
leave,  on  a  question  of  law  to  the  Court  of  Appeal. 


THE  HIGH  COURT  OF  JUSTICE  FOR  ONTARIO 

The  High  Court  of  Justice  is  the  superior  court  of  record  for  the 
province.  It  exercises  both  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  court  in  civil  matters  is  only  limited  to 
the  extent  that  statute  law  provides  for  an  application  to  the 
District  Court,  or  to  a  surrogate  court.  With  respect  to  criminal 
matters,  the  court  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  try  certain 
specific  offences.  These  include  murder,  treason,  mutiny  and 
sedition.  The  court  also  has  jurisdiction  to  try  all  other 
indictable  offences. 


THE  DIVISIONAL  COURT  OF  THE  HIGH  COURT  OF  JUSTICE 

The  Divisional  Court  was  established  in  1971  as  a  branch  of  the  High 
Court.  The  court  generally  sits  in  panels  of  three  judges  and  has 
jurisdiction  to  hear,  determine  and  dispose  of: 

(a)  Appeals  from  the  District  Court  or  a  surrogate  court  under 
most  Acts  other  than  the  Courts  of  Justice  Act; 

(b)  Appeals  from  final  judgments  of  the  High  Court  in  cases 
involving  $25,000  or  less; 

(c)  Applications  for  judicial  review  under  the  Judicial  Review 
Procedure  Act; 

(d)  Appeals  from  judgments  or  orders  of  masters  or  other 
officials  of  the  Supreme  Court; 

(e)  With  leave,  appeals  from  interlocutory  orders  of  a  judge  of 
the  High  Court; 

(f)  Applications  by  way  of  stated  case,  whether  as  an  appeal  or 
otherwise,  as  provided  by  statute.

ITEM  3  -  DISTRICT  COURTS 


JURISDICTION 


The  District  Court  has  a  permanent  establishment  in  each  of  the  49 
Counties,  Districts  and  Judicial  Districts  of  the  Province.  The 
jurisdiction  of  the  District  Court  is  defined  in  the  Courts  of 
Justice  Act.  Generally,  the  court  has  jurisdiction  to  hear  civil 
matters,  with  certain  minor  exceptions,  v/here  the  amount  in  question 
or  the  amount  of  the  claim  does  not  exceed  $25,000.  Despite  the 
monetary  limits  of  the  courts,  actions  may  be  commenced  and  will 
proceed  where  the  monetary  limit  is  exceeded  providing  that  the 
defendant  does  not  object. 


As  well  as  the  jurisdiction  conferred  in  the  Courts  of  Justice  Act, 
the  court  derives  jurisdiction  from  numerous  other  provincial  and 
federal  statutes.  The  judges  of  the  District  Court  are  also  local 
judges  of  the  High  Court. 


In  criminal  matters,  the  courts  have  jurisdiction  to  try  indictable 
offences  with  certain  exceptions.  The  District  Court  also  hears 
appeals  from  the  decisions  of  Provincial  Court  judges  in  summary 
convictions  under  the  Criminal  Code  and  convictions  under  the 
Provincial  Offences  Act. 


SURROGATE  COURTS 


Each  judge  of  the  District  Court  is  also  appointed  as  a  judge  of  the 
surrogate  court  and  as  such  has  jurisdiction  in  matters  involving 
wills,  intestacies  and  the  administration  of  estates.

ACTIVITY  BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


The  Supreme  and  District  Court  Services  Branch  consists  of  a  head  office 
and  78  court  offices  located  in  the  49  judicial  districts.  Those  court 
offices  include  Sheriff's  offices  and  Supreme,  District  and  Surrogate 
Court  Offices. 

The  head  office  is  responsible  for  managing  and  allocating  resources  and 
providing  administrative  support  services  to  the  78  court  offices.  Those 
support  services  include  establishing  standardized  operational  policies 
and  procedures  for  court  offices/  staff  training,  introduction  of  new 
office  technology,  budgeting,  planning  and  control. 

The  actual  provision  of  services  to  the  Branch's  clients  takes  place  in 
the  78  court  offices.  The  field  organization  delivers  its  services  under 
the  direction  of  Sheriffs  and  Local  Registrars  who  report  to  the  branch 
director  through  Regional  Managers. 

PROGRAM  OF  OPERATIONS  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  1986-87 


-  An  ongoing  review  of  procedures  is  occurring  to  ensure  a  consistent 
application  of  new  legislation  and  rules  in  court  offices.  An  example  is 
the  new  Divorce  Act  and  revised  Rules  which  required  new  procedures  to  be 
prepared  for  use  beginning  June  1st,  1986,  when  that  legislation  came 
into  force.  In  addition,  a  review  and  update  of  all  Sheriff  and  Local 
Registrar  policy  directives  will  be  completed  this  fiscal  year. 

-  The  design  and  functional  specifications  of  the  Supreme  and  District 
Court  Information  System  and  the  Sheriff's  Administration  System  in  the 
Judicial  District  of  York  are  completed.  Similar  work  is  nearing 
completion  for  the  Divisional,  Appeal  and  Surrogate  Courts.  In 
September,  programming  will  begin  for  these  computer  systems 
concurrently.  The  programming  phases  are  expected  to  take  twelve  to 
fifteen  months  with  implementation  in  1987-88. 

-  A  Committee  has  been  established  to  review  and  revise  statistical 
reporting.  Based  on  the  workload  evidenced  by  the  statistics  collected, 
a  workable  staffing  standard  will  then  be  developed  for  use  throughout 
the  Branch. 

-  A  technical  training  program  will  be  formally  established  to  provide 
ongoing  training  to  employees  in  the  interpretation  and  implementation  of 
the  new  Rules  and  office  operations  so  that  there  is  more  consistency 
across  the  Province  in  the  way  the  Rules  are  administered.  The  first 
seminar  will  be  on  garnishments/accounting  for  staff  of  Sheriffs'  offices. 

-  A  program  has  been  initiated  for  Regional  Managers  to  conduct  reviews 
of  every  office  in  this  region.  The  reviews  are  expected  to  identify 
particular  procedures  in  an  office  which  would  benefit  other  offices,  to 
identify  procedures  or  responsibilities  which  should  be  reviewed 
province-wide,  to  offer  constructive  advice  on  means  of  improving  the 
operation  of  an  office,  and  to  achieve  greater  consistency  in  the 
operation  of  our  offices. 

-  An  evaluation  of  word  processing  needs  for  the  Judges'  secretaries  is 
currently  underway.  To  facilitate  office  automation  in  the  Supreme  and 
District  Court  Services  Branch,  word  processing  facilities  will  be  phased 
into  the  offices  of  some  Judges'  secretaries,  selected  on  the  basis  of 
workload.  Although  this  program  was  anticipated  to  occur  in  this  fiscal 
year,  funding  constraints  are  likely  to  delay  implementation.

JURISDICTION 


PROVINCIAL  COURT  (CRIMINAL  DIVISION) 

The  Provincial  Court  (Criminal  Division)  has  jurisdiction  over  the 

following  matters; 

(a)  The  trial  of  those  indictable  offences  under  the  Criminal  Code  and 
other  federal  statutes  which  are  within  the  absolute  jurisdiction 
of  the  provincial  judge  (such  as  theft  under  $200.00,  possession 
under  $200.00)  or  for  which  an  accused  is  entitled  to  make  an 
election  and  has  elected  trial  by  a  provincial  judge; 

(b)  The  conducting  of  preliminary  inquiries  with  respect  to  indictable 
offences  under  the  Criminal  Code  and  other  federal  statutes; 

(c)  The  trial  of  summary  conviction  offences  under  the  Criminal  Code 
and  other  federal  statutes; 

(d)  The  exercise  of  certain  powers  under  the  Criminal  Code  such  as 
stating  cases  for  appeals,  conducting  hearings  with  respect  to 
interim  custody  or  release,  with  or  without  bail,  receiving 
informations  and  issuing  summons,  search  warrants,  bench  warrants 
and  warrants  of  committal; 

(e)  Young  offenders  matters  including  offences  under  the  Criminal  Code 
and  other  federal  statutes,  and  various  provincial  statutes, 
applicable  to  young  persons,  16  and  17  years  of  age; 

(f)  Municipal  parking  infractions  processed  under  the  Summary 
Convictions  Act;  and 

(g)  Appeals  to  Provincial  Offences  Court  convictions  under  Part  I  of 
the  P.O.A.,  and  Part  III  if  heard  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace.

PROVINCIAL  COURT  (FAMILY  DIVISION) 


The  Provincial  Court  (Family  Division)  has  jurisdiction  over  the 
following  matters: 

(a)  Applications  for  maintenance  under  the  Family  Law  Reform  Act. 
Under  the  Reciprocal  Enforcement  of  Maintenance  Orders  Act,  it  is 
also  empowered  to  enforce  maintenance  orders  made  in  other 
jurisdictions; 

(b)  Wardship  adoptions  and  affiliation  cases  under  the  Child  Welfare 
Act; 

(c)  Young  offenders  matters  including  offences  under  the  Criminal 
Code  and  other  federal  statutes,  and  various  provincial  statutes, 
applicable  to  young  persons,  12  to  15  years  of  age;  and 

(d)  Child  and  Family  Services  Act. 

The  Provincial  Court  (Family  Division)  has  no  jurisdiction  in  divorce 
or  alimony  matters,  or  in  interparental  custody  matters  (except  for 
the  right  to  award  custody  of  children  to  the  mother  under  the  Family 
Law  Reform  Act ) . 


UNIFIED  FAMILY  COURT  (HAMILTON) 

All  matters  presently  heard  in  the  Provincial  Courts  (Family 
Division)  as  well  as  the  civil  jurisdiction  of  the  District  and 
Supreme  Courts  in  matters  related  to  annulment,  divorce,  family 
property,  maintenance,  custody  and  access.

RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Ontario  Eoard  of  Negotiation  was  created  by  the  provision  of  The 
Expropriation  Act,  1968-69,  Section  27,  with  the  purpose  of 
providing  an  informal  tribunal  which,  without  prejudice  to  any 
subsequent  arbitration  procedures,  may  negotiate  in  a  summary  and 
informal  manner  a  settlement  of  a  compensation  in  expropriation 
cases . 

The  Board,  upon  receiving  a  written  request  from  either  party, 
arranges  meetings  between  the  expropriated  party  and  the 
expropriating  authority.  A  formal  notice  is  issued  to  both  parties, 
advising  the  time  and  place  of  meeting.  The  Board  meets  throughout 
the  Province  without  cost  to  either  party.  A  unique  provision  of 
the  Act  provides  that  the  Board  shall  view  the  property  in  question. 

The  Board  listens  to  both  parties  and  if  it  considers  it  has  enough 
information  and  the  parties  have  not  agreed  during  the  meeting,  then 
it  will  give  its  opinion  as  to  the  compensation  the  Eoard  feels 
would  be  fair.  This  may  or  may  not  be  accepted  by  either  party;  if 
no  agreement  follows,  they  are  free  to  proceed  to  arbitration 
(Ontario  Municipal  Board).

ITEM  3  -  CRIMINAL  INJURIES  COMPENSATION  BOARD 

ACTIVITY  BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Board,  composed  of  one  full-time  chairman  and  one  full-time 
vice-chairman,  two  part-time  vice-chairmen  and  thirteen  part-time 
members,  administers  The  Compensation  for  Victims  of  Crime  Act, 

1971.  The  Board  decides  whether  applicants  for  compensation  are 
eligible  for  same,  and  the  amount  they  are  to  be  awarded.  Compen¬ 
sation  is  awarded  for  personal  injury  only,  when  a  person  is  injured 
or  killed  as  a  result  of  a  crime  of  violence  which  is  an  offence 
under  the  Criminal  Code  of  Canada,  including  assault,  wounding, 
murder  and  rape.  Injuries  caused  by  a  motor  vehicle  are  excluded 
from  the  Act  unless  the  vehicle  has  been  used  as  a  weapon. 
Compensation  may  also  be  awarded  when  a  person  is  hurt  while  lawfully 
arresting  or  attempting  to  arrest  someone  for  an  offence  against 
another  person,  or  when  a  person  is  injured  while  preventing  or 
trying  to  prevent  an  offence  against  another  person.

The  objective  of  the  Board  is  to  hear  2461  applications  this  fiscal 
year.

ACTIVITY  BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Ontario  Municipal  Board's  function  as  an  administrative  tribunal  is 
generally  limited  to  dealing  with  applications,  referrals  and  appeals 
made  under  the  provisions  of  various  statutes  (the  Planning  Act,  the 
Assessment  Act,  the  Municipal  Act,  the  Expropriations  Act,  etc.).  The 
duties  of  the  Board  are  presented  by  the  various  Acts. 

PROGRAM  OF  OPERATIONS  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  1986-87 

One  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  assessment  complaints  have  been  dealt 
with  by  the  Board  since  January  1,  1983,  when  it  inherited  the  appeals 
from  the  county  and  district  courts.  Forty-four  thousand  are  still 
outstanding.  Thirty-six  thousand  of  this  total  are  condominiums, 
pending  a  decision  by  the  Courts  on  the  question  of  status. 

The  question  of  vicinity  has  also  delayed  the  processing  of  condominium 
assessments  appeals.  The  Board  expects  to  now  process  those  complaints 
as  the  Courts  have  recently  dismissed  two  appeals. 

Ottawa,  Mississauga  and  Sudbury  are  expected  to  generate  large  numbers 
of  appeals.  The  reassessment  in  Mississauga  alone  will  produce 
approximately  20,000  appeals. 

Matters  appealed  under  the  Planning  Act  will  continue  to  make  up  a  high 
proportion  of  the  Board's  workload  in  1986/87.  A  slight  increase  over 
last  year's  submissions  is  expected. 

Rental  residental  conversion  legislation,  presently  under 
consideration,  is  expected  to  generate  some  appeals  to  the  Eoard. 

A  computer  system,  designed  to  achieve  cost  and  time  efficiencies  is 
expected  to  be  on  site  by  the  end  of  1986. 

The  review  of  the  Board's  practice  and  procedure  regulation,  initiated 
in  1985,  should  be  completed  during  1986/87.

RESPONSIBILITY 

To  carry  out  the  legislative  mandate  of  the  Metropolitan  Toronto 
Police  Force  Complaints  Act ,  1984.  This  includes  receiving, 
recording  and  overseeing  the  investigation  and  resolution  of  public 
complaints  concerning  the  conduct  of  police  officers  on  the 
Metropolitan  Toronto  Police  Force. 

The  office  monitors  the  investigations  conducted  by  the  police 
force's  Public  Complaints  Investigation  Eureau,  the  decisions  made 
by  the  Chief  of  Police  and  verdicts  reached  in  internal  Police  Act 
disciplinary  trials. 

The  Public  Complaints  Commissioner  also  has  the  power  to  order 
discipline  hearings  before  civilian  Boards  of  Inquiry  and  to  make 
public  recommendations  concerning  police  practices  and  procedures 
and  laws  which  may  affect  the  resolution  or  prevention  of  public 
complaints . 


PROGRAM  OF  OPERATIONS  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  1986-1987 

To  carry  out  the  responsibilities  noted  above.  In  addition,  the 
introduction  of  Bill  90  in  the  Legislature  raises  the  possibility 
of  expansion  in  the  future  to  municipalities  other  than 
Metropolitan  Toronto.
